An aching tooth is always the signal of de 
cay somewhere in the tooth: crooked teeth, 
the sign of narrow jaws, while colds, rhevw- 
matism, and various other infections, poor 
nutrition and sometimes dull menta! states, 
all point toward the teeth as a possible 
source of the trouble.

PURSUING THE TURK.

LONDON, Nev. 10.—The British 
army in Palestine, pursuing the de- 
feated Turks, has made further ex- 
tensive gains, the War Office an- 
Askalon has been occu- 
pied.

“Gen. Allenby reports that yester- 
day mounted troops moved forward 
rapidly and captured another 400 
prisoners and ten guns.

“Our airplanes continued to bomb 
the retreating bodies of the enemy 
and important centers on his com- 
munications with considerable effect. 

“In this way nearly 800 bombe 
were dropped during the day. The 
guns captured number now well over 
seventy and include several 6.9-tnch 
howltsers. The extent of the battle 
field makes it impossible to estimate 
the quantities of ammunition and 
other warlike stores which have 
falien into our hands. 

“Gen. Allenby estimates the en- 
emy's casualtics up to date as 
16,000, exclusive of prisoners.”

Legat was 
at Monte Carle, only a short dis- 
tance away.

Legat, herself the daughter of 
a Ruesian general, hastened to the 
Ambassador, who explained that 
Arensen‘s friendship with high Ger- 
man circles made it imperative that 
he be detained. Mme. Legat pledged 
her word the tenor was a loyal Rus- 
sian. but even that assurance was 
insufficient. Suddenly she said: 

“Tll give you the assurance of a 
wife: Tl) marry him.” The papers 

signed and Arensen was free.

Capt. Smith sald the raider was « 
full-rigged of steel or iron, 
about 2300 tons, propelled by ofll- 
burning engines.

Pless. There also was a chief eng!i- 
neer, a navigating Neutenant, a mate 
ang a doctor. All told, her comple- 
ment was sixty-eight officers and 


men. 

Mounted between decks, she car- 
ried two 4-inch (10.5 centimeters) 
and two machine guns. The name on 
her bow was Irma. 

FIND AMERICAN PRISONERS. 


When the men from the Blade ar- 
rived aboard the raider they found 
nine prisoners from the American 
schooner A. B. Johneon of San Fran- 
cisco, captured three days before. 
On July 8, Smith stated, the echoon- 
er Manila was captured and dyna- 
mited after the ten officers and men 
had been taken off. Aboard the 
Seeadier, he said, was a Hollander 
who had been taken off the fret 
ship captured and was kept aboard 
because he had made an tnsulting 
remark to the captain about Ger- 
man money. 

For about three weeks the raider 
kept beating up and down, looking 
for passing ships. Meeting none, 
they went south to Mopeha on July 
$1, anchored on the lee side of the 
island and on August 2 the ship was 
driven hard and fast ashore. The 
three American captains had gone 
ashore with the German offiters on 
a picnic, and the prisoners were left 
on the ship. Cannon were fired to 
tell the party the ship was tn dan- 
eer. but when they returned they 
found the propeller twisted on the 
coral reefs and the vessel beyond 
help. After working &!!l afternoon 
they gave her up as lost and took 
ashore everything they could move, 
including the boata, gear and wire- 
lees. The wireless plant, a very 
powerful one, was set up between 
two cocoanut trees. It was equipped 
with sending and recetving appara- 
tue and without difficulty they were 
able to hear Pago Pago, Tahiti and 
Honolulu.

NOVEL SUBTITLE 


IN “THE MANXMAN.” 


When George Loane Tucker's pro- 
leased rough ldwyn 
et an early date, one of ye a many 
vnveval pointe about it te be 
marked by spectators will be the at- 
mospheric subtitles em ployed 
throughout the action, 

Of eourse the decorative sub- 
title has long been a*familiar photo- 
play expedient; but there have been 
constant Improvements, of which the 
kind used in “The Manxman” is an 
important form. The claim te d4is- 
tinction made by these titles does 
not lie nearly so much along purely 
decorative lines as in their payeho- 
logical value as aids to the action. 

It is common knowledge that vir- 
tually the entire production of “The 
Manxman” was made in the actual 
locale of Halli Caine’s novel of the 


same name from which the story | 


wes adapted for screen purposes. 
These decorative subtitles were also 
made on the Isle of Man. 

These are altogether photographic, 
an artiet and ere man having 
spent days In selecting scenes that 
would be aymbolical or descriptive 
of the action and that yet would 
allow epece for the superimposition 
of ‘the letters used. Months were 
spent in some cases securing just 
the right effects, although, to be 
sure, there were other obligations 
In connection with the play that 
kept the artists on the Isle of Man 
all ‘that time.

GEORGE C. TYLER HOLDS 
REINS OF SHOW WINNERS. |= 


HE opening of the New York 
theatrical race of 1917-18 finds 
George C. Tyler holding the 

reins of a number of winners. With- 
in the last month he has, In con- 
junction with Messrs, Klaw and Er- 
langer, produced two new plays that 
are giving abundant evidence that 
they will remain right where they 
now are far beyond the spring 
of 1918. They are “The Coun- 
try Cousin,” by Booth Tarkington 
and Julian Street, which is now fol- 
lowing the year’s run of “Turn to 
the Right” at the Galety Theater, 
New York, and “Hamilton.” by 
Mary P. Hamlin, which followed 
Mme. Bernhardt at the Knicker- 
bocker Theater. Mise Alexandra 
Carlisle plays the principal charac- 
ter In the former, and George Arliss 
the title-part in the latter. 
Seven or eight years ago Tarking- 
ton wrote “The Man From Home,” 
and the Hoosier State figured promi- 
nently in Its shifting locale.- Tark- 
inaton comes from Indiana. Tyler 
bought the play and put William 
Hodge in it as star. “The Man From 
Home” made a fortune in a few 
years. 
More than a year ago, Tyler in- 
duced Tarkington to write a play tn 
which Ohfo should form part of the 
locale. Tyler comes from Chillicothe, 
oO. The result was “The Country 
Cousin.” Some people even go as far 
as to say that Tyler gave Tarkington 
the basic ideas for the play, and 
likewise Considerable of the detail. 
Mr. Tyler has, from the first, had 
unbounded faith in the success of 
“The Country Cousin.” and that 
faith in being amply justified by 
the great audiences it is now play- 
ing to at the Galety Theater, and 
by the voluntary personal indorse- 
ments of distinguished people who 
have witnessed it.

German 
editors write editorials full of learn- 
ing to show that the children of Al- 
eace-Leorraine today are different 
from yesterday, because they speak 
the language which Berlin has 
forced upon them. Eh bien! Do 
you know hoW many Alsace-Lor- 
rainers deserted from the German 
army when war broke out and are 
now fighting with France? Thirty 
thousand. it is an honor to say ¥' 
they are the bravest among he 
French; but that ie so. Because. if 
they are caught as prisoners, what 
then’ Pouff! M. le Kaiser is not 
famous for his kindness to deserters. 
The poor Alsatian may change his 
name and pretend to be French. 
You can tell an Alsatian by the 
opening of the mouth when he 
speaks. it is different from French 
as the patols of the Scotch. 

“German vapers will tell you that 
bechuse We speak the language that 
has been forced down our throats we 
are content. That is the thinking 
of Prussia. 

“Despite the milis of tndustrious 
kultur, which strive forever to pour 
everything into a hideous German 
mold, Alsace-Lorraine is today over- 
wheiminglty French. If you wish, I 
will recite some figures. Our popu- 
lation is 1,900,000, altogether. Of 
those, 1,500,000 are natives, almost 
without exception totally French. 
There are 406,000 German immi- 
grants or descendants of immi- 
grants.” 

“Germany cannot possibly sub- 
stantiate her claims that your prov- 
Inces have been Germanized,” 


“German logic ts able to think 
both ways, like a donkey with two 
heads. She has well learned the 
speech, “What is yours belongs to 
me and what is mine is my own.’ 
Since the beginning of the present 
war the German generals have made 
mo hesitetion about declaring that 
they consider Alsace-Lorraine an en- 
emy country. How much better than 
Belgians have we been in the sight 
of Prussia? Look at the thousands 
of Alsace-Lorrainers who have been 
deported to slavery and answer for 
yourself. The prisons are full of my 
people who were arrested during 
those first awful days of the war. 

“When they are candid -—— which 
happens seldom—the Germans ad- 
mit that they have no faith in the 
loyalty of Alsace-Lorraine. They 
mistrust us because we do not ad- 
mire the goose step and do not re- 
gard the sign ‘“Verboten’ as more 
beautiful than our mountain scen- 
ery. Thus it is that Germany long 
for der tag when we shall be dragged 


by the hair of our heads into further 
despotism. 

“But my country must be returned 
to France or there can be no lasting 
peace. We will accept no sedatives 
from Germany, no hypocriticel of- 
fers to become an auttonomous 
state in the German Conferedation. 
It is not alone that France wants 
her Alsace-Lorraine. Alsace-Lor- 
raine wants her France.” 


Those round, black began 
snapping again with the joke of it 
when I referred to his escape into 
France. It was not se humorous, 
perhaps, in that July day in 1914 
when the Huns appeared with bayo- 
nets on their rifes and stood sentry 
on the good Mayor of Colmar. 

“You Americans do things tout «a 
coup-—all of a sudden-——-what you 
say’ Maybe no Mayor from these 
United States ever resigned himself 
from office so quick as 1 took myself 
out of the mairie of Colmar. 

“You see I had not been loved for 
some time by Berlin, because | had 
refused to receive decorations from 
M. le Kaiser er to acknowledge that 
Deutchiand was uber alles in Col- 
mar. We Alsatiang are not peci- 
fete. We knew for quite a while 
that war would break over us one 
of these days and that the Boches 
would come marching in with the 
kind of kultur we hated to think 
about. One of my daughters thought 
of what to do, so she said to me: 

““Papa, when war comes you 
must be the firet out of Colmar.’ 

“Bo we talked it over often en 
famille. Nothing was omitted. For 
we knew that the name of Blumen- 
thal wae at the head of the list 
those to be arrested. 

“Bien! It was the day of July 31. 
1914, that very polite German off 
feers and soldiers arrive to my of- 
fite im the town hall of Colmar. 
They shdw me proclamations from 
the general commandant, which I 
am, with greatest politesse, re- 
quested to post. posters say 
how danger of war is proctaimed, 
Colmar is to go under martial law. 
That is sufficient. I am still con- 
sidering my pregTramme when more 
gray soldiers come in with still 
more politesse to Inform me that tT 
am now an ex-Maror. A German 
fudge at the Court of Appesais is to 


take my office. 
“T see my daughters! The ts 
pleasant for motoring! I say' 


not a little trip to the station! They 
are delighted to take the air. But 
when we arrive to the train soldiers 
are there already bayonets to 
pay that no one shall pass. 

“Papa,” says my daughter,

It makes me 
nothing when T tell the Herr Lieu- 
tenant that IT am a peaceful avocat. 
He arrests me and sends my daugh- 
ters back home in the automobile.

He calls 
soldier, who goose-steps eway with 
me to see the general.

Ralph P. Merritt, California Ad- 
ministrator, Explains Situation to 
Public—Speculating and Hoard- 
ing will be Vigorously Prosecuted. 
Farmers Urged to Set Fair Price.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 10.—Price 
fixing to establish a uniform price 
on beans among producers is not 
within the authority of the food 
administration board, according to 
a statement issued here today by 
Ralph P. Merritt, Federal food ad- 
ministrator for California, in re- 
sponse to requests from farmers for 
a fixed price on beans. 

Neither Federal Food Adminis- 
trator Herbert C. Hoover nor Mer- 
ritt ie empowered to grant this re- 
quest, according to the statement, 
which says in part: 

“The feod control act does not 
authorize the food administration 
to fix prices for beans In the hands 
of growers. It has the responsl- 
bility of preventing distributing 
egenctes from exacting unreasonable 
profits and of seeing that beans 
reach the consumer at as reasonable 
prices as is consistent with a fair 
profit to every necessary factor in 
distribution. 

“The food administration earnest- 
ly desires that bean growers receive 
a price sufficient to cover the av 
erage cost of production and a profit 
that will encourage them to con- 
tinue growing beans next year. Any 
excessive charge made by the farmer 
is an added cost placed directly up- 
on the consumer. 

“Bpeculating and hoarding by 
dealers are now prohibited by law 
and all dealers and wholesalers are 
operating under rigid rules in effect 
since November 1.”
